Contest Betwéen the Banks. 


The parallel between early conditions in 
New York and those which now obtain in 
Oklahoma is little short of extreordinary. 
There was the same contest between the 
banks in the safety fund and those who re- 
fused to have anything! to do with it, and {t iz 
worth remembering that it was not a theory 
but a practice which won in New York, and 
the free banks in the end demonstrated the 
utter folly of attempting to inspire confidence 
in private enterprises by law.

“Corporations that offend the law should 
be punished,’’ sald the archbishop, “ but to 
raise an outcry against them simply because 
they represent commerce and property is in 
niy opinion senseless and unjust.” 


Didn’t Name Choice in Speech. 

In a newspaper report of an address de- 
livered Thursday evening by Mr. Ireland at 
Fulda, Minn., he was credited with favoring 
the congressional candidacy of James T. Mc- 
Cleary. The archbishop on his return to St. 
Paul denied that he had supported the candi- 
dacy of Mr. McCleary in his address, but said 
he had in a private conversation expressed 
the hope that Mr. McCleary would be elected. 

*T am In the habit of making no secret of 
my personal or political views,” said Mr. Ire- 
land. “It is, well known that I am a re- 
publican in politics. Soin Fulda, as I do else- 
where when the conversation turns on pol-

Washington, D. C., Sept, 12.—In two flights 
at Fort Myer this afternoon Orville Wright, 
in the “ Wright Flyer,” broke tliree records. 

Staying up B minutes and’6 1-8 seconds in 
the first flight. in which| Maj. George O. 
Squier, acting chief signa } officer, accom- 
panied him, Mr, Wright broke the record for 
&® two man flight which he eStablished on 
Tuesday. The first flight was at 4:2Do0'clock. 

In the second flight, which started at 5:17, 
Mr. Wright broke the record for time and 
distance of a heavier than air flying machine 
which he established yesterday by remaining 
in the air for 1 hour 14 minutes and 24 sec- 
onds. In this flight he also went higher than 
an aeroplanist ever has gone, rising to an 
altitude of 250 feet. 


Higher Speed than in Other Flights. 

Mr. Wright also maintained a higher speed 
than in his other flights at Fort Myer, travel- 
ing around the drill grounds at the rate of 
88.75 miles per hour on the first fight. when 
Maj. Squier accompanied him. The distance | 
this time was 5.88 miles. Today Mr. Wright 
broke the world's record for time and dis- 
tance for the fifth time this week. 

Five thousand persons were gathered on the 
grounds and their enthusiasm knew no 
bounds. It was all the cavalry men detailed 
to guard the aeroplane from damage could 
do to keep the crowd back. They cheered 
Mr. Wright until he went away in the signal 
corps automobile.

Just think what 
this would mean in time of war. | 

** These aerial flyers are an advance in war- 
fare and will lead to general pacification, I 
believe.

ZEPPELIN’S RECORD SROKEN. 

BERLIN, Sept. 12.—A record flight was 
made by the military semi-rigid dirigible bal- 
loon under command of Maj. Gross, which 
returned today after having beén in the air 
for thirteen hours and two minutes. This 
surpasses the record made by Cbunt Zeppe- 
lin, when on July 1 he traversed the greater 
part of northern Switzerland, occupying 
twelve hours in the journey. 

The new record. which was entirely unex- 
pected, is greeted with enthusiasm by the 
army officers identified with aeronautics.

TRAINS RUN CAUTIOUSLY. 


Effect Seen Down Town; One Collision

A vast brown cloud, of smoke and a dense 
grayish fog swept over the north shore vil- 
lages and suburbs late yesterday afternoon 
and by midnight had reached the downtown 
district.

Trees, houses, and cars wtre dripping with 
water and fog bells continually were sound-

Conditions steadily were growing worere, 
and at 2 o'clock in the morning even the 
street cats were compelled to go slowly. 


Smoke Dense at Wheaton.

BUILDER OF RAILWAYS DIES. 


John B. Brown, First President of the 
Western Indiana and Civili 
War Veteran. 


John B; Brown, prominent during the last 
thirty years in the development of the trans. 
portation resources of Chicago, died at Ips- 
wich, Mass., Sept. 10. Mr. Brown went to 
his surmmer home in Massachusetts last Au- 
gust from the Auditorium Annex, where of 
late he had resided. 

Mr. Brown's early buriness life was spent 
in Boston and New York, but he came to 
Chicago in the ‘70s and soon bécame largely 
interested in railroad’ construction. His 
greatest achievement was the building of the 
Chicago and Western Indiana into Chicago 
in the face of obstacles which wereapparent- 
ly insurmountable.

Toa make death doubly sure, @ woman bent 
on suicide first saturated her clothing with 
kerosene, then walked to the center of a 
pasture lot mear her home.

The flames spread to the 
grass and surrounded by cirt¢les of fame 
while several! children watched the terrible 
spectacie, the woman was burned almost toa 
crisp. 

The victim was Mrs Ella Isbester. wife 
of James Isbester, a business man of Salem, 
in the western part of Kenosha county, Wis. 
Though the woman killed herself last Thurs- 
day afternoon, news of the- suicide, which 
was one ofthe most tragic ever known in 
Wisconsin, was not made known until yes- 
terday.

Mrs. Isbester had been suffering from a 
neryous diséase for some time and her hus- 
band had left her at home with her step- 
daughter, aichil¢d 13 years of age, while he 
went to Antioch to bring back a physician 
to treat his wife. — 

Just as soon as the husband left the nouse 
the wife began to arrange for her terrible 
death. She dressed heresif in a good suit 
and then went into an outbuilding and soaked 
the dress with kerosene. 

Warning! the little girl not to come near 
her, she walked out into the fieldiand started 
the fire. She made no outcry as the flames 
devoured her clothing and spread to her hair, 
and only when the flesh wae burned from her 
bones did she show any indication of suf- 
fering. The little stepdaughter tan scream- 
ing to the ‘house of neighbors and a crowd 
of children goon gathered about the field. 

Just as the body of the woman was veing 
burned toa ¢risp the husband returned with 
a physician, and the two managed to get the 
charred body intd the house,

Now Family Is Puzzling Over Name 
for the Young Feline. 


Neighbors of William Street, prohibition 
candidate for state's attorney of Cook coun- 
ty. were thrilled with joy yesterday when 
they learned that the small black kitter 


| which has been causing trouble in the attic 


of the Street residerrce at 825 South Franklin 
avenue had been rescued. The hero of the 
rescue is Harold Henry, 15 years old, 820 
South Franklin avenue, who accomplished 
what the men of the neighborhood had given 
up.

Neighborhood Has a Conference. 


The entire neighborhood joined in a con- 
feence as to how to escue the kitten, and 
children called “ Kitty, Kitty, Kitty ” for 
days in vain. Then Harold Henry exercised 
hég: ingenuity and succeéted where men had 
failed. He crawled through 4a basement 
window and made an investigation beneath 
the big concrete porch. He found some 
loose lumber there and by means of a make- 
shift scaffolding climbed to the top of the 
concrete pillar, which, by means of the space 
between the ceiling of the porch and the 
porch roof, communicates with the attic. 

By lighting matches he discovered the 
kitten in a much weakened condition, nest- 
ting close to the top of the hollow pillar, down 
which it had been afraid to climb or slide. 
The kitten was taken down and the Streets 
and the neighbors held a jollification meet- 
ing.

In 1885 the numberof banks under the 
safety fund-law was seventy-six, with a cap- 
ital of $26,281,460, thetiof other banks in the 
state being $5,175,000. : The total circulation 
of the safety fund banks was $14,464,023, 
against which they held in specie $5,561,745 
and specie funds in city banks $4,944,877. 
The banks appear to have been strong at this 
period. The bank fund had reached $400,000 
and no drafts on it were anticipated. 

It was not until 1440, when the Wayne 
County bank failed, owing to tne misconduct 
of its president, that is was discovered the 
safety fund was réspotsible not only for the 
circulstion but for al} the debts of the in- 
solvent bank.

Other Letters on the Subject. 


In further explanation of his position, Mr. 
Dawes has included in hig letter to Tug 
TRIBUNE two letters, written by him on the 
subject before it became an issue between 
the republican and democratic parties. One 
letter is dated Jan. 11, 1908, and isan answer 
to inquiries from Gov. Hoch of Kansas as 
to the feasibility of a state law embodying 
the deposit insurance plan. The other was 
written on March 8 last to Senator A. J.

In his letter to Senator Hopkins Mr. Dawes 
questions the constitutionality of such a na- 
tional law because the rate would be the 
same for all the banks in the country, while 
the risk would vary widely in different sec- 
tions of the country.

State Law Might Be Beneficial. 


To Gav. Hoch's inquiries as to the feasibil- 
ity of a state law Mr. Dawes offered no ob- 
jections. He stated his doubts as to the con- 
stitutionality of a national law embodying 
the scheme, but adds: 

‘ These objections would not apply to any 
particular section of the country, such as a 
state. In Kansas you could safely with jus- 
tice provide for such @ law*carrying a uni- 
form rate of taxation. The general line of 
thought) which led’ me to advocate, some 
fourteen years ago, this plah you will find in 
a little book which.I published.”’

LABOR’S EXECUTIVE COUNCIL

Washington, D. C., Sept. 12.—The executive 

council of the American Federation of Labor 
today unanimously adopted the report of the 
labor representation committee calling on 
“the workers of our common country to 
stand faithfully by our friends, oppose and 
defeat our enemies, whether they be cardi- 
dates for president, congress, or other of- 
fices, whether executive, legislative, or ju- 
dicial.”’ 
It recommends that another appeal be 
issued to procure the election of men “ favor- 
able to securing the justice, rights, and 
equality before the law to which the toilers 
are entitled amd to defeat such candidates 
as are indifferent or hostilo to such legis- 
“ative reliefs.” 1 

‘“ We shall in the future,’ says the report, 
‘as we have in the past, shape out course 
upon a nonpartisan basis. We have judged 
and propose to judge candidates’ for any 
office wpon thelr records and attitude and not 
because of their political party affiliation. 

“ We desire to refute here the aspersions 
cast upon the executive council and particu- 
larly one of ite members, President Gompers, 
that it is our purpose or his to dictate to the 
working people of our country how they 
should cast their yotes in the coming election, 
nor has any one promised the vote of the 
workingmen to any particular party. We 
have so conducted and propoee to so conduct 
our course that thg labor tmovemen: shall 
remain as free and ingependent from pno- 
litical partisan domination ase it has ever 
been in fits history.”

Mr. Cruden has become convinced that 
these schools hold forth glowing hopes of em- 
ploy ment to prospective students, thereby in- 
ducing them to pay tuition with the expecta- 
tion of going to work: for railroads which 
offen are represented as’‘‘ clamoring for our 
The result, Mr. Cruden says, is 
that in most cases the student finds he has no 
bediter chance to get employment with a rail- 


roam than he had before he took the course, 


although the literature end letter heads of 
the correspondence schoo!s usually bear an 
imposing Mst of railroad men of varying de- 
grees of prominence who ostensibly are in 
sympathy with the schools. 


Legal Point to Be Decided. 

The federal authorities intend to furnish 
the result of their findings to Attorney Gen- 
eral Stead. Mr. Cruden also will furnish 
‘Gata and it is expected that the attorney gen- 
eral will determine whether the schools.come 
under the scope of the present law relating to 
employment agencies. 

Mr. Cruden believes that the schools do 
eome under this head, but if technically 
hey do not he intends to use his influence to 
obtain an amendment to the law which will 
eover correspondence schools promising jobs, 
and also typewriting agencies and business 
colleges which attract students by a similar 
gystem of advertising. 

Recently Mr. Cruden wrote frank letters 

asking the opinions of severa! presidents of 

t railroad systems as to the utility of 


: the saueeey correspondence schools. 


. View of Railroad Officials. 


e of the replies was as follows:

“T do not know anything about these two 
associations or their work. It is certain, 
however, that we do not employ applicants 
for positions as brakemen or firemen because 
they are graduates of schools of this cher- 
acter.” 

_Another response to Mr. Cruden’s letter of 
inquiry read: 

‘We have found that a course of corre- 


‘@pondence has not qualified a man for serv- 
fice as méntioned, to the extent that we con- 


sider .him more desirable than those who 
and we believe 
that the correspondence schools are con- 


- @ucted for the purpose of obtaining the larg- 


est profits possible, with but little thought as 
to the real benefit that may be g'ven the stu- 
éent. Therefore the disappointment of those 
who have undertaken a course by corre- 
spondence.” 

Other replies indicated that ali other qual- 
fications being equal, a railroad might take 
a@ correspondence school man in preference to 
another on account of the apparent desire of 
the man to take an interest in railroading.

In five of the small parks of the city there 
are announcements that “story hour" will 
be held once or twice every week beginning 
Oct. 1. And the children who know what 
' @tory hour” means are happy. And there- 
by hangs a tale. 

It appears that in this town there were 
‘some women whose hearts prompted them to 
do something to make happier the lives of the 
‘city children. 

And they thought of the things that had 
made thelr own childhoods joyous and tried 
to bring the same pleasures into the lives of 
the humblest of the children ofthe slums and 
congested districts, Parks and swimming 
pools, anq@ swings, and playgrounds they 
helped to establish, and they saw to it that 
in| many places stations were established 
where books and magazines might Be had for 
the asking. 

Remembering the , delightful fascination 
that the story book ‘had for them in their 
owWn school days, they watched eagerly to 
see how these other little ones, the children 
of all the nations of Europe, would take to 
them, To thelr disappointment, they found 
that in many neighborhoods the books were 


almost unused, and so these twentieth cen- + 


tury fairy godmothere started out to find out 
why. 
| And it was only last winter that they touna 
out why and found out how to change mat- 
ters. 

Didn’t Know of Story Land. 


| The boys and girls didn’t know that there 
was anything in the books to interest them. 
They had no one at home to tell them about 
the wonderful wotld that one may enter 
through the magic. of printers’ ink. They 
kiew only that books meant lessons, arith- 
metic and grammar, and spell ing and geog- 
‘raphy, and were medicine to be taken only 
nder the compulsion of ‘a school teacher. 

‘How did we get the reading Nabit?” asked 
the good women of themselves. and then they 
found that they had gotten it by having 
Older prople read to them and by dedrihe 
stories told. 

So they gathered some of the children at 
the public library and told them stories. The 
children were intensely interested and want- 
€d the story teller to keep on regardless of 
Supper time or bed time. But the story teMer 
stopped just when everything was most 
thrilling and told the boys and girls that they 
could learn the rest in certain books 
| And then the library found it almost fm- 
possible to supply ghe demand for those 
books, 
| But soon the women found’ it impossible to 
cdiitinue the work and gave it up. The pub- 
li¢ Officials refused to provide for it ana it 
looked as though the benefit would be but 
temporary. But within the last few months 
sume of the women got together again and 
raised $2,000, and with it they hired a story 
teller to continue the work. at five of the 
pital] parks through the coming winter.

A little south of that region I came upon a 
tribe where the ladies wear about the waist 
fiber fringes of the length of my hand or 
longer, and on the opposite side of Lake 
Victoria I saw hundreds af girls clad all/in 
grass. I say “all,”’ but thie means only a 
skirt which reaches from the waist to the 
knees. The young girls Wear nothing. 

The Uganda women wear bark cidth and 
cover the whole person. They have great 
blankets which they wrap eround’ them, 
binding them in at the Dreast and waist. 
Indeed, they are so well Sovered that they 
could go through an Amefican city without 
being arrested by the palice; This, would 
not be possible for a Kavirondo woman. 

Down here near Broken Hill the women 
wear a Goth which reachés from the waist 
to the knees, and also @ kind of cotton 
dickey over the breast and back, ‘They are 
plump, Ibsty looking maidens, and can use 
the native hoe afd mattogk far better than 
the men.| Indeed the men do almost no work 
in the cornfields ,that work being left to their 
wives. 

Odd Beauty Spots. 

Our Ameérican belles adore dimples, and 
it is said that their dimples are sometimes 
artificially made. They @dorn their white 
faces with black patches’ of coprt plester, 
and also comb their hair in gutlandish shapes. 
I have seen an American Beauty with a dia- 
mond geet in one of her front teeth, and we 
all know of women who paint, powder, and 
enamel. | @ 

The same effort to beautify one’s self goes 
on throughout Africa, save that the stand- 
arde of beauty are different, Among the 
Banyoro, who live, north of Uganda, the 
women knock out the six fromt teeth of the 
lower jaw and the young men do the same. 
The Jaluo women have 4@ similar custom. 
On the south side of Victoria Nyanza there 
are tribes where the women fle their teeth 
sharp HKe a saw, and the. Buvumas knock 
cut two of the incisors, the price for each 
such operation being four cowry shells or a 
fraction of a cent. | 

Most of the African women scar their bodies 
to beautify them. I have sé¢en girls with 
Persian shaw! patterns on their breasts and 
abdomensg, ahd others with great welts on 
their foreheads and cheéks,: matking the 
tribe to which they belong. In the Soudon 
there are scorés of such tribal marks and 
each tribe bas ite own way of ecartiiz. Muti- 
lation of the ears is common throughout 
Central Africa. The Swahbilis enlarge the 
holes in the lobes until they become mere 


rime of their ears, which they fill with roils of 
paper. 

The Maéal women load’ down their ears 
with jewelry. fastening great weights to the 
holes in the lobes so that they ere rradu-

BERLIN, Sept. 12.—Gerhardt Hauptmann 
announces that he ig at work upon another 
drama which he hopes to produce in the

will be founded upon material taken from 
German mythology. 

Grieel@a was the daughter of a peasant 
who on account of her beauty was married 
by Markgraf Walter von Saluzzo. To test 
her faithfulness and humilty, Markgraf de- 
viped several heartrending proofs. He caused 
her two children to disappear and then com- 
manded her to Hve in her humble hut whence 
he had taken her on the pretext that he 
had found another wife. 

Griselda bowed to the whims of her lord 
in all humility, whereupon, convinced of her 
gelf-sacrificing spirit, he admitted the truth, 
showed how he had only been trying her af- 
fection, and had the supposedly dead chil- 
Gren restored to the mother. They then iived 
happily ever after. 

Hauptmann is not the first to make use 
of the Griselda myth, Boccaccio and Pe 
trarch having employed it. French and Ger- 
man dramatists also have drawn upon the 
same theme. Hauptmann intends, however, 
to handle the legend in an entirely different 
manner fmom that invoked by hie predeces 
sors. He proposes to abandon the passion- 
ate, sentimental side of the myth and clothe 
it. more with comedy and serlousnesa, 


HAIR SUPPLY GIVING OUT; 
FRENCH WOMEN WORRIED, 


False Locks Becoming Scarce Since 
American Demand for Them Has 
Increased and Crisis Is Near. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 

PARIS, Sept. 12.—That the demand for 
faise hair in Paris would exceed the supply 
Was expected, but the crisis has come sooner 
than looked for. A French woman without 
a few false curls doesn't consider herself 
weli dressed and the situation is aggrava‘ed 
by the fact that constant hair dressing, curt- 
lige, and the application of so-called tonic 
ruins the bair go that most French women are 
obliged to depend on the colffeur to adorn 
their heads. 

For years peasant girls of Brittany and 
Normandy have been in the habit of selling 
their tresses at annunb hair fairs, but lately 
there has been a decided shortage in these 
quarters. Recent customs statistics show

BERLIN, Sept. 12.—Much jubilation is ex- 
pressed over the definite con¢lupion! of ar- 
rangements for laying ithe cable between 
Germany and Brazil.

The hearing before Interstate Penmaes

ants, introduced as witnesses in rebuttal 
Gairy experts from Nebraska and represent- 
_ativesof the creamery companies to show that 
“the eentralizer was a necessity in Nebraska 


’ and neighboring states; that the conditions 


Surrounding the collection of the cream and 
the manufacture of butter were sanitary, 
and that the figures given by the local cream- 
ery interests, representing the varying prices 
paid for butterfat by the centralizers to the 
farmers, were fncorrect. 

Witnesses cailed by the local creamery in- 


terests; who are supporting the railroads in 


their contention for higher rates, had testi- 
fied that the product-of the centralizers was 
often unwholesome and that they had used 
unfair methods of competition by paying 


‘higher prices to the farmers in the vicinity 


of a local plant than when they had the field 
to themselves. — 


‘Cow Population in Nebraska. 


S. C. Bassett of Gibbon, Neb., and W. A. 
Poynter, ex-governor o 
@s dairy experts that .the loca] creameries 


had been unsuccessful in Nebraska because 


of the low density of population and the small 
Lumber of eOws, which necessitated carrying 
the milk te? ong distances to a power sepa- 
rator.

Big Decrease of idle Cars. 

Convincing evidence of the return of im- 
proved business conditions and of the in 
creasing traffic of the railroacs is seen inthe 
report of the committee on car efficiency of 
the American Railway arsociation,- which 
was issued yesterday. The.decrease in the 
‘number of surplus cars on the railroads of 
the United States and Canada for the two 
weeks ended Sept. 10 was 30,371, the largest 
@ecreate which has been reported during any 
fortnightly period this year. On the date of 
the report the total number of surplus cars 
was 222,632. Of the decrease 21,723 are box 
253 coal and gondola cars. 

Another strong indication of the Increase in 
traffic is the report of’a further reduction 
ct 7,662 in the number of bad order cars, 
which shows that the railroads are getting 
their eoulpment in shape for the heavy fall 
traflic.

Trade was of only moderate vol- 
ume, for a good part of the session being 80 
evenly divided that prices, were not per- 
mitted to make much of a move in either 
direction.

the previous close. Final quotations showed 
net advances of 4\@%kc for the current month, 


4@%c for December, and %ec for May. The 
finish was virtually at the day's top marks. 


Liverpool Fools the Bears. 


Liverpool again played its old game of act- 
ing contrarily to doings on this side of the 
water, closing %d higher in the face of the 
decline here the day before. As the session 
progressed it became more apparent that the 
heavy load thrown on the market the day 
before had been well handled, and that ed!- 
ing had been overdone. Some of the opeér- 
ators who unloaded on Friday were buyers 
on the soft spots, and shorts who had taken 
considerable Mberty resorted to covering 
when the market developed its stubbornness 
to the pressure. 


Northwestern Receipts Enormous. | 


The day's receipts at Duluth and Minne- 
apolis aggregated 1,058 cars, compared to. 766 
cars the preceding Saturday and only 1278 
cars the corresponding day last year. Mini- 
mizing the bearish influence of this heavy 
Joad, the bulk of the offerings was gobbled 
up before they had been’ at hand an hour. 
Advices from Minneapolis were to the effect 
that country receipts in the northwest were 
heavier than ever before in the history of 
that section, and traders look for continued 
heavy arrivals at the leading centers this 
week. Duluth and Minneapolis are counting 
on receiving 1,800 cars tomorrow, and the 
Winnipeg estimate was for 800 cars. $t. 
Louis and Kansas City together received 
303,000 bu, against only 77,000 bu a year 
ago, and primary arrivals totaled 1,656/000 
bu, compared to 880,000 bu the similar day 
in 1907. The week's receipts at primary

big run at Duluth and Minneapolis. _The 
week's local receipts were 547 .Q00 bu, ship- 
ments aggregating 200.000 bu,

Tall, gaunt, ascetic, with long hair anddeep 
set eyes, clad in ‘workman's clothes, and often 
wearing knickerbockers with no stockings, 
with a great ‘ sombrero " pulled down over 
his eyes, he ‘looks Hke the typical “ social 

reformer " depicted on the stage. Beated in 
his dingy little office in Fetter Lane, the head- 
quarters of the ''‘Htunger Marchers,”’ he told a 
correspondent ihe story of his life and how he 


had awakened to the needs of men. In ex- 


plaining his ¢change of heart he said: 
‘\My business at this time had increased

lawyer, I haa upward of seventeen clerks 
under my emplay, and I had the sole manage- 
ment of some of the most important landed 
property in Scotland. Before many years 
had passed I had assets to the value of some

admirably. 


Loses Respect for Law. 
“Though practicing as @ lawyer at this 
time. I always tried to act as @ man, and by 
attempting to perform this dual duty I lost 
my respect for the law.and lawyers generally, 
while my admiration for men Aas men in- 


creased. Just at this time—the psaychological 


moment, it might be called—I came in contact 
with the works/of Tolstoi and Henry George 
and I chanced} to meet Prince Kropotkin., 
By thinking. over the new ptoblems which 
these great thinkers brought to my mind I 
formed a plan! for severing my connection 
with all that ¢lass of society and * all its 
works’ in which I had been engaged. 

‘“!l decided to!’ cut the painter ‘and devote 
my Hfe to the cause of the people.

I should say 
the property abandoned was worth about 
$250,000. I decided then to devote my life to 
trying to obtain some of the land for the 
people, There| are vast tracts of land in 
England which! are not under cultivation at 
all, and besides this upward of 100,000 acres 
a year go out of cultivation for sporting pur- 
poses; that is, for shooting and fishing and 
for deer parks) made by the wealthy and 
landed classes.. With nearly a million un- 
employed men walking about and these bare 
acres of England waiting to be tilled, it seems 
a crime to me that this idle land should not 
be linked to idle Inbor.

it is seen the performance was one of the 


- most notable in the history of the harness 


turf, and stamps the Axworthy mare not only 
as easily the best trotter of the year but up 
to date the greatest, from a racing stand- 
point, the turf has seen. 

This isa broad statement, but its truth eaai- 
ly Is proven. The Belle trotted three heats 
in 2:05, 2:06, 2:04%. The best previous record 
for three heats by-a trotting mare was 2:06, 
2:06%. 2:05 , made by Alix in 1804, she ulti- 
mately taking a record of 2:08%, which made 
her the. world’s champion trotter. Those 
three heats stood unchallenged until the 
present season, when Jack Leyburn, admit- 
tedly a trotting phenomenon, put up three 
miles over the fast “* four cornered " track at 
Térre Haute in 2:06%4, 2:07, 2:04%, the aggre- 
gate time of the miles being a quarter ofa 
second less than the Alix heats. 

Ineidentally the miles by Alix remained the 

* record for mares, while those by Leyburn es- 
tablished a new world’s mark for three con- 
secutive heats in a race, and also for geld- 
ings. Therecord for stallionsunder the same 
conditions was 2:03%, 
Cresceus fn 1901. 


Cleans Up Previous Records. 


The three heats trotted at Hartford by 
Hamburg Belle average just 2:05%\%, the three 
by Alix a shade slower than 2:05%, those by 
Jack Leyburn exactly 2:05%, and the Cres- 
ceus miles just under 2:0%. What Hamburg 
Belle did at Hartford, therefore, cleans up 
eyery previous record for three consecutive 
he@is in a race, two of the performances 
having been made by 
trotters. 

But the Bel le went further than this. -Her 


miles are even beiter than. the fastest three . 
heats in a race where the same were divided 


between two horses. In this department of 

eed the record stood to the credit of Main- 

eet, 2:05, and -Oro, 2:08\%. they putting up 
three heats over the exceedingly fast Colum- 
bus, O., track in 2:06%, 2:05%, 2:05%, the 
average being just under 2:05. 
“In other words, Hamburg Belle last Tues- 
day beat every record for three consecutive 
heats-that stood in the books, and she did it 
With ease against a field that had class as 
well as speed and for-a $10,000 purse. The 
race was her fifth this season, and in no less 
than three of her previous starts she had 
won a heat in 2:05%. the has not been 
beaten thus far in the campaign, and in view 
of thé Hartford race it does not seem likely 
she’ will be, as among her opponents there 
was Jack Leyburn, whose honors she took 
away, and a jot of other good horses she had 
not previously met. 

Another: point to which horsemen will give 
great importance is the fact that Hamburg 
Belle’s race was trotted over the Hartford 


' track, a notoriously slow course. The Char- 


ter Oak purse has been raced for two dec- 
ades, its first winner being Director, but up 
to last week the record of the event was 
2:07%. made on a day when the course was 
—e g00d because rain had hardened it. 


Comparison Is Made. 


‘To appreciate what the Hartford track 
Was like on the day Hamburg Belle turned 
it three times at an average speed of 2:05%, it 
should be noted that a fast pacing class was 
on the same afternoon, such nags as Hedge- 
wood Boy, Baron Grattan, and others of that 
s0Ort composing the field, and yet 2:05 was 
best mile they could put up, and that 
only in, the first heat. -After that the time 
became ‘slower and slower. Later in the 
week The Heil, admittedly a high class pacer, 
that hag. tdken a race record under 2:03 
this year, raced over the Hartford track for 
a $5,000 purse, seven other good horses, such 
nage as Major Brino, Copa de Oro, and oth- 
ers of that class opposing him. The Hel's 
best mile in that race was'2: (05, which meant 
that the other horses in the race with rec- 
ords under that figufe made this season could 
mot go in 2:05 at Hartford. 
Having éstablished a three heat race rec- 
ord that probably will stand for some time, 


it is possible Hamburg Belle will make a

Moves with Great Ease. 


On two occasions I have seem Hamburg 
Belle trot a quarter In :30, and with the sole 
exception of Lou Dillon no other trotter ever 

“maintained that rate of speed with such ap- 

parent ¢ase. When the mare won at Detroit 
IT called attention to her'in this column and 
-gaid she was the classiest looking trotter of 
the season by long odds. As Jack Leyburn 
had only two weeks previous put up a new 
three heat race record, there was consider- 
able criticism of this estimate of the mare, 
somé of it coming from people who had a 
tight to know about such matters. 

One of that class, on the day the Charter 


',} Qek was trotted, called my attention to my 


estimate of more than a month ago and said 
that In the Connecticut race for the first time 
there would be a chance for a fair test of 
Hamburg Belle’s alleged greatness. “ She 
meets a new Class of horsesfthis trip,” was 


the talk, “ and Jack Leyburn is one of them. 


He -never went a bad race tn his life. He 
has the record for three heats, and he will 
smow her.”’ 

But he didn't. On the contrara the second 
horse in each of the three recerd breaking 
heats was Locust Jack, which haga record 
around 2:08 and never has been pegged as 
belonging in the Hamburg Belle or Jack 
Leyburn class. But he had McHenry for his 
driver, and that means so much it is hard to 
put the percentage high enough. 


Locust Jack Unsound. 


Locust Jack is not a sound horse, any 
more than is Prince C, from the same stable, 
with: which McHenry took down $10,000 in 
the big Boston handicap. But he ts a game 
trotter, and McHenry, given a horse that will 
try all the way and keep trying after he Is 
tired, will acconiplish wonders in any race. 
As the years go by and other drivers come 
and go it is more apparent that as a reins- 
man Myron McHenry never had an equal. 
The best friends of all the other high class 
drivers freély admii this, and it is. charac- 
teristictagihe men who have to do with har- 
ness racing that they do not allow personal 
friendships to blas their judgment. 

There are plenty of good drivers, but there 
ts only one McHenry. Some ofthe high class 
reinsmen are in the west this year, and at 
Milwaukee the other day two of them who 
hail from Chicago, Dick McMahon and Char- 
léy Dean, gave the state fair visitors an 
idea. of what first class drivingsis. McMahon 
is a ee reinsman, doing his best work 
with an iter absence of the effort that in 
the case of many first class drivers is insep- 
arable from-.the performance. He knows 
every point of the game and plays it to the 
limit. When further, work with the reins is 
useless he stops tryink, never discouraging a 
willing horse by asking for more speed when 
noné is on tap or when no amount of effort 
will better the nag’s. position in the race. He 
is at all times perfectly seif- -possessed, and 
he drives a pacer or a trotter, as circum- 
stances may dictate, with equal skill. 


i Instance in Point. 


This was nicely proven at Milwaukee when 
he took down a $5,000 purse for pacers with 
Jerry B. from the Cox stable, the eastern 
driver hawing.left the horse in McMahon's 
charge while he went to Indiana. In this 
race McMahon lowered the horse’s record 
from 2:06% to 204% and placed to his creiit 
the Wisconsin race record for pacers, as well 
ap the best three heat clags race ever paced 
in the Gré@t Western circuit. On the previous 
day he drove the trotier Sonoma Giri a mile 
in 2:06%, the best for her this year, as the 
fastest. McMahon ever rode behind a trot-

work would not heve been out of the com- 
mon, but to take them from another trainer 
and immediately step such miles adds a 
good deal to the merit of the performance. 

What Dean hea done in the driving line 
this year is history that will not easily be 
wiped from the books. Minor Heér is a mon- 
ument to his skill asa trainer and driver, and 
so is the trotter Fleming Boy, 2:07%, his 
first season out, not to mention The Broncho 
and the wonderful 2 year old trotter High 
Admiral, with which he has been a mile in 
2:15% and a quarter in :d0% 

It is many a year since the west has had 
two such driversas Dean and McMahon, and 
one of the pleasing features of their work is 
that there is no jealousy between them. Mc- 
Mahon always is ready to lend his skill to the 
driving of the pacemaker when Minor Heir 
goes a trial against the watch, and Dean 
is qually prompt if.he can in any way help: 
McMahon. 


Week Comparatively Uneventful. 


Outside of the Hartford and Milwaukee 
meetings not much was done in the way of 
notable performances during the last week, 
but in every part of the land the fall fairs 
were in progress, and as the grand circuit 
this year is less important.than usual, owing 
to the dropping out of some of the tracks by 
reason of the abolition of betging, a large 
number of horses that ordinarily would have 
been racing in the east have gone elsewhere 
for engagements. 

This is why Cox, Benvon, and others known 
as grand circuit campaigners have been in 
the west all summer, and their presence at 
meetings where ordinarily they do not race 
has made the sport brisker than usual. The 
racing at the fall fairs in the west never 
has been so good, and now it is certain that 
at Columbus and Lexington the sport will be 
of a higher character thanever. Secretary 
Wilson of the Lexington track is ever on the 
lookout for novelties in racing that have 
some merit, and the chances are he will give 
the handicap system a trial at the big Ken- 
tucky meet. 

The Bostdén exploitation of the European 
system of racing was not particularly suc- 
cessful, mainly for the reason that the nags 
witn fast records were handitapped out of 
the race, the only one of the lot to qualify for 
the main race being Sweet Marie, and the 
straits to which the big mare was put to get 
in the first eight in her trial heat took so 
much out of her that she was unable to do 
hergelf justice when it came to racing for the 
real money. if

Local Yachtsmen Showing Great Inter- 
est Over Stand Taken by the 
» Prtonge Club.

S86 mech interest has been aroused among 
great lakes yachtsmen over@he stand taken 
by the Chicagg Yacht club's Nutting cup 
committee in supporting the existing rules 
governing skippers that a statement of the 
arguments on both sides of the question is 
timely. 

Those who desire the rules changed contend 
that any naval architect or boat builder who 
is a membef \ofja yacht club should not be 
barred from any of its races. It is further 
pointed out that It is illogical to discriminate 
against a designer or builder in one class and 
permit him to have charge of a boat in others. 

No secret is being made of the fact that the 
one man over whom the discussion has arisen 
is Aléxander Cuthbert, who designed, built, 
and sailed the Lipton cup Winner Chicago in 
the recent races for the trophy, and consider- 
able surprise hag been expressed that he has 
been attacked in his own club. Friends of 
Cuthbert, who, by the way, appear to be in 
the majority among the members, argue that 
professional designers of boats are allowed to 
sail as amateurs on the Atlantic seaboard 
and that the Lake Michigan Yachting asso- 
elation rules admit naval architects as ama- 
teurs. 

On the other hand, the membersoaf the Nut- 
ting cup committee and their followers state 
the facg that a professional designer may be 
a club member has no special significance, 
and that as he derives his income from de- 
signing and building boats he is not an ama- 
teur in a strict sense of the word. They 
admit it is 4 hardship to debar > profes- 
sional designer from sailing in the cup races, 
but feel that the r@étriction is for the good of 
the sport. They quote the rule of the Inland 
Lakes Yachting association, which fought 
wut the same question several years ago. 
This rule follows; 

“ Amateprism in yachting is that attribute 
which represents participation for sport as 
distinct from gain and which involves the ac- 
quirement of nautical experience through the 
love of sport rather than the hope of gain.”’ 

Chairman ©. H. Atkin of the Nutting com- 
mittee contends that there is a crying need 
in the L. M. Y, A. for a class that is distinct- 
ly amateur and that the eighteen footers wil! 
rapidly become popular if the present rule 
stands. However, opponents of the rule 
claim that if it stands it practically will mean 
the end of the Chicago Yacht ¢lub’s Nutting 
cup class, which for, the last two or three 
seasons has been having difficulty in keeping 
alive.

Although as president of the Chicago 
Medical association and of the Tuberculosts 
institute Dr. Favyill fs in frequent demand 
as a lecturer on Medical and hygienic sub- 
jects, he is not a great talker. He has the 
quiet, reassuring) air of the physician, and 
he looks upon every one he meets with a 
curiously contemplative air as if he were 
reading in their physical appearance the 
story of some secret ailment and was care- 
fully adjudging what length of life he would 
grant them.

Firm Believer in Democracy. 

With his simplicity of habits goes'a genuine 
é€emocracy of spirit which stubbornly re- 
fuses to recognize social bars or distinctions. 
He prides himself on this sentiment, and 
takes pains to accentuate it on every possibie 
occasion. 

‘*‘“My coachman is the same to me as the 
president of the United States,’’ he says, with 
a challenging look in his eye and a note of 
defiance in ‘his voice as if’he half expected 
that you were going to take issue with him. 
He is a firm believer in American institu- 
tions and their final triumph, and, although 
he admits their errors and vices, he will not 
admit that democracy has been a failure in 
this country. This is the way he puts it: 

“ There are many evils and corruptions in 
American: public life, but they, are to be ex- 
pected when we consider the extraordinary 
mixture of races and the problems which 
confront us. However, every year sees us 
advancing more surely, and in due time we 
will have vindicated our belief in the funda- 
mental principles on which this country was 
called into being.’ 

As far as he himself is concerned his activ- 
ities, are, of course, principally concerned 
with municipal questions, and here, too, he 
is optimistic. The terrible corruption which 
is revealed from time to time as existing in 
American civic governments does not aaunt 
him, and he is firmly convinced that honesty 
and capacity are surely and rapidly coming to 
their own.

- Tuberculosis a Stabborn Foe. 

As president of the Tuberculosis inetitute, 
Dr. Favill hae taker an active pert in the 
war against the great white plague, It is 
disquieting to find that here is the point at 
which his optimism breake down, There are 
many weary years ahead, he believea, before 
the dread disease can be stamped out and he 
is not much disposed to believe in a panacea, 
Education and preventive medicine are the 
two factors upon which he relies to beat the 
enemy. 

“Tt will take generations,” ig his excep- 
tionally peasimisti¢ dictum. “ The only way 
to Aight the disease is to train the people to 
lead healthy lives, That cannot be done ina 
day. Domestication is the root of theevil If 
people will ineist in spending most of their 
lives cooped up in their houses they must 
pay the penalty In weakened physiques and 
a gerieral tendency to falla prey to illness. 

‘The alarming tncrease ih indanity ia, in 
my opinion, mainig due to alcoholism and 
domestication. Of course lack of cleanliness 
is another great evil against which we must 
fight. The conditions of our big cities and 
the habits of life of their inbabitants are ap- 
palling, It is a miracle that disease is not 
more general.” ‘ 

A bitter foe to the house habit, Dr. Favill 
spends every available moment of his own

Health Waits on Intelligence. 

Indeed, Dr. Favill believes that even atthe 
present time ,everybody could be perfectly 
healthy if they would only consent to be in- 
telligent. It can be readily understood that 
that would be a difficult feat for a good many 
people, 

"7 Health is merely a matter of Intelll- 
gence,” is what he says. * There is no rea- 
son for most people to be sick save their own 
stupidity. Few men or women take any rea- 
sonable precautions to preserve their health, 
an@ then they cannot understand why they 
become ill. Fresh alr, cleanliness, and a 
simple diet would soon make doctors esuper- 
fluous. Preventive medicine and hygiene will 
be all that medica! science will mean In the 
future.” 

Curiously enough, Dr. Favill adopted the 
medical profession much against the wishes 
of his father, who wes a physician in Madi- 
sou, Wis. The elder Dr. Favill apparently 
was convinced that he had madea bad choice 
hirneelf and did not wish his son to fall into 
the same mistake. However, after the jat- 
ter had graduated from the University of 
Wisconsin he made.up his mind to disregard 
his father’s advic being a person of 
considerable determifiation, he got his own 
way. 

After obtaining his degree from Rush Med- 
ical college he returned to Madison and be- 
gan practice with his father, who, however, 
died in the same year. In 1894 Dr.

Find Ideal Employer at Last. 
By John:A,. Howland. 


MET a young man the other day who 

confided to me that since he started out 

in the world he had been emplayed by 

six different men and firms and that for 

the first time in his experiente he had an 
employer for whom he could work heartily 
and earnestly, with that feelitg of respect 
which he had always felt he owed the man 
for whom he worked, 

“This experience of mine has led) me to 
conclude if for any reason I have (to leavethis 
present employment,” he said, “111 go into 
some line of business for myself where the 
element of the employer willnot enter,” 

I was interested in the experience of this 
young man, hardly 80 years old, and ques- 
tiened him as to causes. In the light of his 
experience with the world I wanted to know 
if he could see any reasons why, in the case of 
his other five employers, he had failed of 
his best efforts and loyalty’. In most of these 
employments he had been in confidential 
executive relations with the heads of the 
institutions, so that in his present work he 
has an approximately like line of duty. 

“There are two things that appeal to meas 
explanatory,” he said. “ First! of these are 
the facts, in intimate relation, that I have 
better judgment and have learned more of 
diplomacy; and secondly, that initiative 
taken on constructive lines is far more valu- 
able than efforts expended in keeping down 
the small frictions arising in a working or- 
ganization. 

“The time was when complaints of small 
friction arising among employés appealed to 
me as something which had to be eliminated 
by a prompt, definite action of some kind. I 
took it as seriously as the mechanical eng!i- 
neer would regard a journal! running hot from 
a rapidly revolving shaft,or crank pin: It 
took me a long time to uriderstand that per- 
Sonal frictions in a business organization 
may become even more serious ih proportion 
that attention is given them. 

“Some one comes to you with a complaint 
against a fellow worker. That first charge 
to which the complainant is open is that of 
tale bearing. Cognizance of the complaint 
cannot be taken without giving the impres- 
sion that some one has been telling tales. 
That fact becomes at once a little mofe irri- 
tating sand Introduced into the hot journal, 

“Today, in attempting to eradicate fric- 
tion which exists, my whole method is to try 
to work in a manner that neither the ¢om- 
plainant nor the one complained of ghal! 
recognize the effort. I try to anticipate such 
complaints before the friction has develaped. 
Passing through the ranke of employés, that 
responsible head who has intuitions anditact 
and diplomacy may head off a tremendous 


_ amount of trouble by bringing parties ta im-° 


pending friction closer together on a heels, 
of mutual understanding. 

“ But also I have discoverse ti that ri bee 
of these situations where one ming demands 


concessions of another you can deal with 
the complainant himgelf ina way to reconcile 
him fully. All men havethat streak of the 
human in them through which they can be 
reached. Much of the misunderstanding be- 
tween men working together conies of one 
man’s not making human allowances for the 
other man. Ifthe man in authority can get 
between them 4s a human arbitrator on lines 
of humanity, itis @ serious friction which he 
cannot dispel, using tact and diplomacy.”’

- ‘New York has the scheme of establishing 
home studies in agriculture by reading 
courses conducted by the Cornell university 
experiment station. The state government 
has issued,.a book on sanitation as well as 
gardening, the esthetic features of the coun- 
try homie, stock feeding, orcharding, design- 
ing, and piarketing. The home studies and 
reading courses are to be supplemented by 
rural school cenferences.

In the south the key to the schools is in- ” 


@ustrialism. At Rollins college, Fiorida, 
there is a domestic science department which 
coiperdtes with the agrécultural and man- 
ufacturing courses. There are classes in- 
cooking, sewing, dresemaking, wood carv- 
ing, metal working, furniture making, bas- 
ketry, household decoration, and mechanical 
‘@rawing, and much elise that applies mathe- 
matics and the fine arts to everyday living. 
In Florida {s a scheme, well éstablished, for 
holding state fairs or branches of such fairs 
for the boys and girls of the state. It was 
in Jacksonville in 1964, at Tampa in 1965. 
Several hundred dollars are distributed every 
year in premiums and all the work is done 
under the supervision of the State Teachers’ 
association. There are prizes for essays 
on preservation of forests, on growing vege- 
tables, on state improvement, canals, high- 


industries, congress gave lands to be sold 
and the proceeds used as endowment funda, 
From these the colleges secure an annual 
income of about $15,000 each as an average 
foP all states. Subsequent appropriations 
make available to these state colleges and 
stations an average of $95,000 each, or a total 
of over $4,500,000 a year. The atates have 
more than duplicated this amount for cur- 
rent expenses, giving $3,846,000, besides 
spending $6,765,000 annually in adding to the 
equipment of these institutions. 

A bill was introduced in congress to ap- 
propriate $8,000,000 annually for industrial 
education in high schools of secondary grade. 
It was proposed in that bill to devote about 
half of this sum to the teaching of the me- 
chanic arts and home economics in agricul- 
tural high schools.” There have been estab- 
lished between thirty and forty agricultural 
high schools articulating with the rural 
schools below and the agricultural colleges 
above. 

By the new bill there would be founded 
200 or 300 more of these agricultural high 
schools—one for every ten agricultural coun- 
ties. Many cities have mechanic arts high 
schools, and others have introduced mechanic 
arts and home economics as eléctivese into 
their general high school courses,

Consolidating Rural Schools. 

Although the smal! country schools cannot 
afford teachers trained to instruct in agricul- 
ture and home economics, by consolidating 
a principal and an assistant principa! can be 
paid. In two or three hundred townships, or 
in districts containing only twenty-five 
square miles, there have been established 
200 or 800 consolidated rural! schools. Each 
of these is a composite of from six to ten 
isolated rural schools, and carries its pupils

ical; industries, and ane ih’ an insurance 
company. In anether school of the same 
kind—what is called the most practica! school 
of all—the California) S¢hool of Mechanical 
Arts, San Francisco, the returns from sixty- 
five students show that only eighteen are 
journeymen, and, they éarn’ what is almost 
too high a wage for a journeyman, $70 to 
$100 a month, while fortyour attended col- 
lege and are holding positions as draftemen 
or have advanced to supefior positions ag 
captains of industry. , Only three are in com- 
mercial positions, Twenty-six out of fifty- 
five: started under $10 a week, while the 
average wage of the beginners was over 
$10.

He e expected to have a general knowledge 
of customs in the business of transportation 
on thé high seas, the great lakes and naviga- 
ble rivers and by canal or railway; in the 
business of banking, insurance, and manu- 
facturing; and to know something of the 
important rules and customs governing 
transactions on the stotk exchange and 
similar centers of trade.

employment easily on railroads in northern 
and northwestern states,” sald Louis Zo- 
pegni, secretary of the Italian chamber of 
commerce. ‘“‘Mhe great majority of Italian 
immigrants in the middle west ereall work- 
ing on railroads, and as more than 300,000 of 
them from six western states aloné returned 
to Italy since the recent panic broke out, this 
want of railroad laborers can be explained.” 

*‘ Por the first time in years,” said a steam- 
ship agent in the heart of the Italian district 
on the north side, “ there is now what might 
be termed a want of immigrants in the for- 
eign colonies of Chicago. We have become 
accustomed to them and we miss them now. 
A year ago immigrants were sometimes un- 
welcome even among their own cotntrymen 
because they came in extremely large num- 
bers. Today, since scores of thousands of 
them have left the city, we realize that they 
have become part and parcel of our economic 
life. 

“ Go along any of the streets in this district 
and you will see scores of ‘for rent’ signe. 
Many of the flats rented for $14 and $16 a 
month last year.. There was no necessity of 
putting out asign. They were taken before 
the old tenant moved. Today you can rent 
these flats for half the former price. The 
famililes that lived in them went back to 
Europe.

Tide Still Toward Europe. 

“Yes, they went back and they are still 
going. During the last month I sold an aver- 
age of fifteen tickets a day to persons re- 
turning to Europe with their families, and 
not a single ticket to any one who wished @ 
relative to come over. The fare from Chi- 
cago to Italy is $27. Many laborers, there- 
fore, who worked this summer and had saved 
up $50 or $75, feared to risk staying the win- 
ter here, and invested their money in tickets 
for themselves and their wives and returned 
to Europe.”’ 

In the stockyards district the possible ar- 
rival of immigrants in the near future is 
the topic of the day among the many board- 
ing house keepers. Those who, dependent 
upon boarders for a livelihood, are in hard 
straits, and greet every tidirng of the pos- 
sible advent of immigrants with joy. 

If the desireof the businesamen and board- 
ing house keepers in the foreign districts 
for a renewal! of immigration is logical from 
financial considerations, the longing for new 
arrivals on the part of many who will not

The district least affected by cessation of 
immigration is the Ghetto. The reason is 
that while there was no influx of immigrants 
there this year there was also no exodus, 
As the Ghetto inhabitants are largely Rus- 
sian Jews who suffered severe persecutions 
in their native country they chose to stick 
to America during a temporary panic rather 
than return to Russia to permanent political 
disorder and economic stagnation, 

Another reason for the Ghetto people not 
taking part in the general exodus of immi- 
grants, at a time when imimigrants from 
other nationalities fied panic stricken, is the 
different nature of their occupations. If 
railroad work is the chief eecupation of the 
Italian, the stockyarés, steel mills, and sim- 
ilar industries of the Slav, Hungarian, and 
other nationalities of eastern and southern 
Europe, the clothing industry affords work 
to the Ghetto resident. 

And the clothing industry, which {s strictly 
a domestic industry and not affected by for- 
eign markets and other conditions which 
affect the iron or meat industries, suffered 
legs in the panic. Fewer men were thrown 
out of employment in that industry than on 
rallroade and in steel mills.

Corset models in America have an easy | 
time compared to those in England. Their 
chief hardships consist in long hours and 
‘much standing.

A waist pattern should be pinned together 
exactly in the seam lines on the shoulder, 
laid out flat, and a yoke pattern cut from that, 
shaping it like the illustration on the lower 
edges, using & wheel to do this. 

After it is cut.out in the cloth the lines 
may be marked for the insertion, there being 
one row on each side of the shoulder at the 
back corresponding to those on the front, 
also one in the middle. 

When these are set on and finished the 
insertion shguld be put on the edge, The 
method being the same as for the Insertion 
strip. The material for the yoke may be plain, 
tucked, or with medallions set on. or a dainty 
embrvidery pattern worked. The lower part 
of the sacque comes about four inches below 
the waist and easily can be cut from pat- 
tern used to get the yoke from heginning, of 
course, at the traced line, which marks the 
lower dine of the yoke. 

Before laying the pattern on make several 
folds in the material so it will, hang full 
enough. Twice the plain measure is usually 
allowed. This part should be joined to the 
yoke by rolling and whipping. 

Lace’ insertion is set in above the hem 
around the bottom, and a lace edge is gath- 
ered: on up the right side of the front. The 
sleeves are large and left loose at the ends. 

Any. of;theke sacques takes ftom three to 
three and one-half yards of cloth one yard 
wide.

In contrast, to these delicate, dressy little 
affairs, two plain, most useful sacques are 
shown. Both styles are capable of being 
decidedly pretty, as well as practical, if 
pretty materials are chosen, and if they are 
well cut, fitted, and made. They are equally 
sulted to the thin wash materials or some- 
thing heavier and warmer.

A light blue French or the less expensive 
wash flannel makes up well in the plain 
half fitting sacque. Blue with the white 
dots in will be prettier for the purpose than 
plain blue. Four or four and one-half yards 
of the narrow materials, or two and one-half 
yards of double width goods are all that is 
needed. There is a seam in the middle back 
and the only others are the under arm and 
shoulder seams, The sleeves are two piece 
ones, not made especially tight, and a low, 
straight standing collar makes a pretty fin- 
ish at the neck, There fs no prettier finish 
for all'edges than an de i scallop.

Tie result will be an even, 
good looking, and flat hem, which ifs never 
the cage when the upper turning ismade and 
thé plaits laid afterwards.

Johan Hoch is a name which will live in the minds 
of those curious about criminal matters as long as 
criminals exist. His extraordinary career of crime and 
the utter callousness which he displayed even up to 
the moment when he stepped on the gallows drew the 
attention of the entire civilized world.to his strange 
personality. | 

Hoch was atypical German of the middle classes 
in appearance. He was a well developed man with 
fine large blue eyes and blond curly| hair which - fell 
back from a high, fine forehead. His nose was large 
and regular and his mouth wide and firm with full, lips. 
The only fault in the face was in the jaws, which were 
weak, belying the strong and prominent chin.

Youthful Gillette Totally Depraved. 

Few crimes have so startled the world for their 
utter brutality and callousness in a greater degree 
than the murder of Grace Brown by Chester E. Gillette, 
for which he recently Has been eléctrotuted in Albany. 
The circumstances of the case and the deliberate man- 
ner in which the.murder was planned showed that Gil- 
lette, although only a youth, possessed as black a heart 
as any human being that ever lived. 

He had betrayed his girl victim, and when her con- 
dition was such that discovery was inevitable he in- 
duced her to go with him to Big Moose lake, in the 
Adirondacks, where after stunning her with repeated 
blows over the head he threw her into! the lake, leaving 
her to drown, while *he swam to safety. 

This monster was only 21 years old and there was 
nothing unusual in his appearance toa mark his utter 
depravity. His family was well connected and highly 
Tespectable and he himself had attended the University 
of Ohio and was well educated and possessed consider- 
able intelligence. He looked the part of a well-to-do 
young business man, which he was. His features were 
g00d and regular, although his.evyes were of a curious 
&reen color and a little too small for his face.

Won Love of Charming | Girl. 

However, he was able to win the love of a charming 
young girl and to hold it until she had given him the 
last proof of a woman’s devotion and had forgiven 
him and believed in him even after he had treated 
her with neglect and coldness and showed unmistak- 
ably that he meant to leave her to bear the burden of 
the fault which her love for him had caused her to 
commit. 

A case which attracted widespread attention at the 
Ume was the trial of Howard Nicholas and Leonard 
Leopold for the murder of the actress Margaret Leslie 
in Chicago three years ago.

Dissipated Lives Left Few Marks. 

Both Leopold and Nicholas had led dissipated and 
evil lives since they had been boys, yét when they ap- 
peared in court it seemed impossible to credit that so 
Young and goodlocking men could be capable of the 
“wful crime of which they were accused. Nicholas 
specially had a refined and handsome face, with clear-

In 
fact, his boyish looks caused considerable surprise when 
he faced the jury and had something to do with setting 
the tide of public opinion against Nicholas and in his 
favor.

The murder of Margaret Leslie was not’ a crime 
which could be condoned or explained as having been 
committed in a moment of temporary passién, such as 
eccurs in the lives of many men who are far from 
criminals. It was an intentional and premeditated 
act, and the murderers were actuated by merely the 
base motive of robbery. The unfortunate woman met 
her death on' account of some diamonds which had 
excited the cupidity of her slayers. 7 
To turn to another class of criminals—bank bur- 
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glars and forgers. These men represent the highest 
type of criminal mind, and show throughout their 
whole-lives, as a general rule, that there was some 
innate warp in their’ characters which seemed to pre- 
clude the possibility of their leading honest existences. 
If there is such a thing as a naturally criminal clags 
it ought to be found here, and it is here, too, that the 
physiognomist would go for proof of his theories, 

In all the dismal history of crime there is scarcely 
to be found a more notorious name than that of James 
Hope of Philadelphia, who for more than quarter of a 
century figured in practically every important bank 
robbery in America. He achieved celebrity not only 
for his. long series of burglaries, but for the daring 
and sensational manner in which he escaped from 
jails in all parts of the country. 

This was the man who, aided by his son and a 
gang of lesser crooks, entered the Manhattan Savings 
institution in New York and stole $2,747,700 in securi- 
ties, most of which were negotiable. The crime 
startled the world, and had important and far reach- 
ing effects in the manner in which it shook public 
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confidence for a long time in the safety of banks. The 
plans for this robbery took three years to mature, and 
Hope laid them so successfully that he made good his 
escape afterwards, although his son was caught and 
sent to Sing Sing for twenty years. 
* 
Type of Prosperous Mechanic. 

Hope was a machinist by trade, and a criminal by 
inclination. He displayed his evil tendencies as a 
young man, and never through his long cereer 
showed any inclination to lead an honest life. He was 
short in stature, inclined to be stout, and wore a full 
beard, which accentuated his paternal and kindly ap- 
pearance. He was in all outward particulars the type 
of the prosperous mechanic, the man whom one would 
naturally expect to have a family of five or six chil- 
aren. and to find all his pleasure in honestly providing 
for them. His eyes were large and set widely apart, 
and he had a remarkable fondness for children. He 
possessed a splendid forehead, and was a man of ex- 
traordinary intelligence and quickness of apprehen- 
sion. 

Hope’s greatest rival in the annals of crime was 
Charles Williamson, alias Perrine, the celebrated Bank 
of England forger, and probably the most phenom- 
enal criminal ever known, He was a man of com- 
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manding ability, imposing appearance, and iron nerve. 
He was a member of an old and aristocratic. family 
of New York state, and had every incentive to choose 
an honorable career where his splendid intellectual 
powers would have most certainly raised him to high 
honors.

Misled Bank Officials Easily. 

The most astute lawyers, stock brokers, and police 
officials In Europe and America were misied by this 
man, who was a gentleman in bearing and éulture, and 
who exercised a personal magnetism which was al- 


most irresistible. He was of medium height, stout, 
and, like Hope, wore a beard, which in hig case gave 
him the appearance of a foreign nobleman. 
features were distinctly aristocratic, and fn hig young- 
er days he was strikingly handsome, and possessed a 
remarkable influence; over women. Thé observer 
would have taken him for a scientist or a philosopher, 
but most certainly never for a criminal. | 
Williamson’s most famous exploits were the forger- 
les which he perpetrated on the Bank of England, that 
historic institution which up to that time had made its 
proudest boast the fact that no forger ha@ ever suc- 


ceeded in swindling its officials. Besides this crime he’ 


has to his credit a long list of other forgeries com- 
mitted all over the United States and Eurd@pe, for the 
majority of which he was never brought tp book. 

An equally remarkable criminal was |] klin J. 
Moses, at one time governor of South Carolina, and 
son of the chief justice of the Supreme court of that 
state. There was no possible reason which could be 
given for Moses’ criminal career save that of inher- 
¢nt depravity which suddenly displayed itself after the 
man won high honors in the service of his country.

Moses commenced his .swindling operations shortly 
after he concluded hig term of office as governor. He * 
Started by victimizing several of his friends by means 
of bogus checks, in the majority of which cases the 
matter was hushed up ad every opportunity given 
the ex-governor to retrieve his steps. Hut nothing 
could check his downward career and a retord of the 
entire number of swindling operations of which he was 
guilty would fill columns. ) 

In appearance Moses resembled a great musician 
or poet.

Inspiration of Straight Front Corset. 

“ That,”. she said, passing the statue of Victory, was 
the inspiration of the straight front corset. The straight 
front corset, perhaps you know, was invented by a dress- 
maker, a nurse, and a doctor. It was the dressmaker, 
however, Margaret La Croix, who knew where to go to 
get the beauty lines for the proposed corset—she had 
got her inspiration one day when she was looking at the 
side view of the glorious figure of the Victory. After 
that she haunted the head of the staircase where Vic- 
tory stands in the Louvre. 

Part of the dress artist’s theory is that all beauty 
is old, that every scheme of decoration that is in vogue 
has been handed down from one civilization to another, 
and that the dressmaker should study her designs in the 
original if for nothing but the purity of motive and 
keeping to one line and one scheme. . 

“Here is a back I want you to 100k at,” she said,

most ancient, as she is Athenian and carved by the 
brother of Praxiteles. “You can see here how to use 
materials,” said the dress artist. “They didn’t make 
the mistake of working heavy materials into smaf 
microscopic folds.

“Individuality was displayed in the draping of cloth- 
ing then as it Is shown now in the making and fitting 
of garments.

Don’t you remiember Eunice in “Quo 
Vadis?’ Petronius’ toga was always beautifully draped 
anda it was Eunice that did it for him. There is nothing 
like an old statue from which we can get the feeling of 
the fitness of fold.”

From Bas-Relief to Braid. 


“You can use that motive over there on the wall 
the next time you want to put on a bit of braid,” Mrs. 
Howard continued, pointing to a design on a bas-relisf 
labeled, ‘The Philosopher.’ 

“You can get dozens of practical dressmaking ideas 
from the most everyday things in architecture. I 
had an inspiration from a King post once that taught me 
the most successful way I ever boned a girdle.” 

The lecturer quickly drew a professional looking 
slant roof, with the King post and the slanting supports 
on each side of it. 

’'“Now- turn your picture upside down and you have 
the way to put them in your girdle. If the supports are 
put straight from the top to the bottom edge of the 
girdle it will wrinkle and twist on them every time. 
But if you put your king post in first and then slant 
two little supports up to jit, you have something that 
will hold.” 

Perhaps the most astonishing thing to the dress-

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GUARANTEEING DEPOSITS, - 

Representative Hill of. Connecticut has 
stated concisely the reason why Mr, 
Bryan’s bank guarantee policy does not 
and eannot enjoy the popularity in his 
state which it does in Oklahoma. Dur- 
ing the last ten years -the | depositors " 
with the national and state banks and 
the trust companies of Connecticut have 
not lost a cent through the failure of any 
home bank. The losses of the sayings 
bank depositors were for the ten years 
$31,300, while the annua! depdsits were 
over $200,000,000. Manifestly Connecti- 
cut depositors need no guaranty law, but 
it Is easy to. see why Oklahoma depvos- 
iters, for their own benefit, would like to 
compel the Connecticut banks to con- 
tribute to a general guaranty fund. 

The deposits of those banks aggregated 
$328,000,000 in June of 1907. Those of 
the Oklahoma banks were then $36,400,- 
000. They have increased since then, 
but possibly are not much more than 
one-eighth of those of Connecticut; though 
in population the two states are about 
equal. If the bill introduced in the 
house by John Sharp Williams and ap- 
proved by Mr. Bryan were the law the 
Connecticut banks would have to pay 
into a guaranty fund $428,000 to begin 
with, and the Oklahoma banks about 
$50,000. 

Out of that $428,000 Connecticut would 
get back in ten years, judging from the 
experience of the last decade, something 
like $31,000; In all probability Qkla- 
homa would get considerably more, be- 
cause bank failures bid fair to be more 
frequent there than in Connecticut. Ht 
has 199 banks of all kinds. Oklahoma 
has 805. Last year it had 286 state 
banks and now it has 497.. While the 
average capital of its national banks is 
less than $40,000 that of the national 
banks of Connecticut is $250,000. The 
average capitalization of the Oklahoma 
state banks is less than $11,000. i 

There has been an increase in the num- 
ber of banks in Oklahoma during a year 
for the greater part of which the demand 
for money goes to show that the bank- 
ing business is being overdone in that 
state. Probably the guaranty law has 
stimulated in an unwholesome degree the 
organization of banks. ‘he aetion of the 
state banking board in refusing| a charter 
here and there seems to show that it does 
not quite relish the situation. 

It is easy to see how well pleased Okla- 
homa, with its string of weak, smal) 
banks with too low a ratio of capital to 
deposits, would be if it could ‘have their 
depositors protected against the bad man- 
agement of home institutions by levying 
taxes on banks in other states which are 
so well manage@i that their depositors 
need no guaranty fund. Where is the 
equity of such an arrangement? 


BRONZE MEMORIALS AND OTHERS. 

America has the monument fever. 
Hardly a summer day passes without its 
unveiling. Now it is the site of a Lin- 
coln-Douglas debate. Again it is 
headquarters occupied by Rochambean at 
Newport during the revolutionary war, of 
the house in Troy, N. Y., where the de 
tachable collar was invented.

cy's Loss of Temporal Power Proved to Be Its Main Strength 
whe ee ener enee Serene Som Ain nt Wie Hehe,

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N Sunday next just thirty-eight years 
will have elapsed. since the memora- 
bie date when the papacy was de- 
prived of its temporal sovereignty 
through the incorporation of what 
had been known up to that time as the pon- 
tifical states into the kingdom of Italy, of 
which Rome, by a plebiscite of its citizens, 
became the metropolis. The anniversary, 
however, finds the holy see with infinitely 
greater power. and prestige, and there is no 
doubt that by the loss. of its territories, 
which were of so restricted a character asto 
place it as a state among the smallest na- 
tions of Europe, it has gained to an alto- 
gether phenomenal degree in influence and 
Srandeur. As long as the papacy remained 
in existence as a temporal sovereignty it 


foreign governments for protection against 
invasion from without and from rebellion 
within ee borders, and ag the action of the 

in providing these safeguards was 
not always of a wholly disinterested char- 
acter the papacy found itself frequently con- 
fronted by demands which considerations of 
@tate rendered it advisable to: grant, but 
which were opposed to the policy and to the 
dignity of the church. Time has.Jent per- 
spective to scenes which thirty-eight and 
forty years ago it was impossible to see or 
to understand in their true light, and today 
even those who tiogt bitterly opposed and 
resented the annexation of the pontifical 
states in 1870 are compelled to admit that it 
has proved of altogether inestimable advan- 
tage to the growth and power of the papacy. 

oe 

Had the papacy remained a foreign tem- 
poral state the government of this country 
would have found just ground for concern 
in the increase in the number of adherents of 
the Roman Catholic church in the United 
States by reason of the Influence which they 
necessarily must exercige in the political and 
economic affairs of the nation as a result of 
their prosperity and industry. Obedience on 
the part of millions of American citizens in 
matters not merely religious but likewise ed- 
ucational and even socia] to a sovereign who 
is ruler of a foreign state, and compelled as 
such to enter into alliances with other old 
world powers and to defer their interests 
and views, would justly be regarded as a 
source of profound concern by the govern- 
ment at Washington and by all thoughtful 
and unprejudiced citizens; whereas they can 
look with friendly eyes upon a power whose 
authority i@ purely spiritual, the aims of 
which are to maintain and strengthen re- 
straints of a moral nature, conducive to law 
and order, and whose sway, just because it is 
wholly spiritual and religious and in no sense 
temporal, is entirely free from even any sus- 
picion of subordination te influences of a 
foreign political nature. 

Had the papacy still been a temporal! state, 
as it was prior to 1870, Pius X. would have 
found if net only difficult but probably im- 
possible, on political grounds, to assume the 
independent stand which he has taken in 
France. If he displayed so much independ- 
pence as he did, to the extent of the breaking 
off of the concordat, and the rupture of diplo- 
matic relations with the Paris government, 
it was because the concessions demanded of 
the church were not only surrenders of ma- 
terial interests and of spiritual authority 
over the clergy but even of certain funda- 
mental principles of the church; and he real- 
ized that whereas governments in France are 
upt to be ephemeral—within the space of 
120 years there have been two empires, two 
distinet royaf dynasties, and three republics 
~—the church of which he is the supreme 
chief has had an established and uninter- 
rupted existence for near nineteen centuries, 
and that while a new régime in France car 
always repudiate the acts and obligations of 
ite predecessor, the acts of the church are 
made for all time. No one can tell what the 
morrow may bring forth in France. Fortwo 
or three years past all power there has been 
concentrated in the hands of Premier Clem- 
enceau, one of the most able and autocratic 
statesmen that have ever comé to the fore 
gince the death of Gambetta. He rules his 
colleagues and France just at present with 
a rod of iron, and is respected, even by his 
adversaries, because he constitutes a bul- 
wark against the forces of disorder and an- 
archy. But he ig well advanced in years 
and in somewhat broken health, and thus far 
there is no one in sight who can ever hope to 
succeed to his authority and to his prestige. 


abroad, who do not hegitate to express the 
opinion that were his hold upon the helm of 
the ship of state to be relaxed, either by 
death or even illness, something much akin 
to a revolution would ensue, owing to the 
intense bitterness now prevailing in that 
country between socialism and the bour- 
geoisie. both great and small; between labor 
and capital, and between atheism and reli- 
gion. 

At the time when Pius X. preferred to. 
break with the French government rather 
than to yield to their demands, which even 
in this country would be regarded as extrav- 
agant, intolerable, and needlessly tyrannic, 
he was denounced not only by Protestants 
but even by people of his own church as 
foolishly obstinate, as ignorant of the arts 
of statecraft and diplomacy, and as imbued 
with the narrow views of an Italian village 
priest rather then ef a pontiff. In fact, 
there was no abuse and’ tidicule that was 
not lavished upon him, ¢riticiem. being actu- 
ally rife within the precincts of the very 
vatican. Today, however, !t is seen that he 
was right; thet im spite, of the fact of his 
purely parochial and diocesan antecedents 
he displayed in his dealings with France a 
degree of sagacity and prescient statesman- 
ship to which none of his detractors could 
lay claim. 

with 

Rut it ts not only in’ his policy towards 
France that he has brought about such a 
reyulsion of opinion concerning himself both 
within and without the chureh of which he 
is the regent. When first elected it was 
argued that with his ignorance of the ad- 
ministrative machinery of the vatican and 
of its intricate thousands of wheels, within 
wheels he would necessarily beco a mere 
passive instrument in the hands\of those 


prelates who have passed their entire lives 
within its walls. In fact, it was predicted 
that he would enjoy none of the authority 
of either Leo XIII. or of Pius IX., and that 
any abuses which they were able to hold in 
check would become more rampant than 
ever. 

Today, however, Pius X. is likened by 
those who are watching him most closely, 
some with sympathetic afd others with un- 
friendly eyes, to Sixtus V., the great re- 
former of the church. It may be recalled 
that those who elected Sixtus V. as pontiff 
were precisely the prelates most interested 
in the continuation of certain phases of 
Roman corruption and maiadministration, 
and that if’ they chose him it was because 
1e appeared in the last stages of decrepitude, 
incapable, therefore, of playing the r6le of 
the master and doomed necessarily to an 
early death, As soon, however, as he re- 
ceived the official notification of his having 
been invested with the pontificate, Sixtus, it 
is related. cast aside at the altar the crutches 
with which he had supported with apparent

There is none with the manager 
of a circus, and so Polly of the trhe intuition 
goes to her act and falle as she knew she 
would. 

It is to laugh inetead of cry at * Ticey”’ in 
what some people would call the crazy per- 
formances of a pair of Crazy stage girls. 
And yet perbaps no door has ever been 
opened that showed the excitability of these 
temperamental people as does the lunch 
scene in which Ticey and her friend are study- 
ing their parts. It shows the way they actu- 
ally live on excitement instead of on soup, 
and the willingness to do anything that is 
asked of her, which is part of the capital of 
the actress, 

From the start te the place where Ticey’s 
chum rushes on in ber kimono at the order of
